Christ Arose 


“Their words seemed . . . like idle 
tales.” (Luke 24:11) 
Broken hearted and bewildered disci- 
x ples, moved in great 
distress by the trial 
and crucifixion of 
their Master, did not 
find it easy to believe 
the story borne by 
the women who had 
risen early that first 
Easter morning to go 
to the tomb to anoint 
the beloved remains 
of the Man crucified between two thieves 
two days before on the hill called Cal- 
vary. The Marys at the grave surely must 
have been mistaken, surely they must 
have imagined this strange story. That's 
it, wishful thinking had produced the 
conviction that the grave stone, secured 
by the seal of Rome, had been moved 
and that the grave’s occupant was gone. 


But the story was too good to remain 
uninvestigated. Peter and John hastened 
to see for themselves. They would soon 
be in a position to corroborate or repudi- 
ate the allegation. They too found the 
tomb empty and later met with the risen 
Lord. It seemed that it could not be true, 
but it was—this story of the resurrection. 
_ Their Lord, Who was dead, lives again. 
Dying for a purpose, “for our sins,” He 
rose again for the justification of the faith 
of all mankind, for all to put their trust 
in Him for this life and the next. “Ye be- 
lieve in God, believe also in Me,” He had 
told them but a few days before. Now 
they knew that He Who performed the 
miracles, stilling the storm, cleansing the 
lepers, healing the sick and afflicted, even 
raising the dead, was Himself a great 
miracle—their living Lord forever, the 
Christ of all who believe, available to all 
who call on Him. 

The gospel story seems all too much 
like the words of an idle tale to too many. 
Men like the beautiful story, feeling it 
has its significance in the spring season 
when Nature stirs herself, throws off the 
snowy blanket of winter, and prepares 
to launch the growing program for an- 
other year. The earth must be about the 
business of producing food and beauty 
—it’s all in the scheme of things. 

Let folk who will, be satisfied with 
thinking of the resurrection story as only 
a beautiful thought. It is that, but its 
true magnificence is the fact that it is 
true. To some an allegory, to other a 
basis of hope and faith; to some it is 
reckoned the figment of wishful think- 

ing, to others a fulfillment of the prom- 
~ ise of our God; to some an ancient leg- 
end, to others the evidence of victory 
over sin and death; to some an idle tale, 
to others the account of one of the great- 
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est events in the world’s history; and to 
all who put their trust in Him, it is the 
assurance of eternal life, remembering 
His words: “Because I live, ye shall live 
also.” 

Men today may be divided in their 
opinions of the story of the resurrection, 
but unlike the stone before that cave, 
the fact remains unmoved, the grave was 
empty, is empty, and Christ lives to be 
the mediator between God and men, 
“Wherefore He is able also to save them 
to the uttermost that come unto God by 
Him, seeing He ever liveth to make in- 
tercession for them” (Heb. 7:25).

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 Intimations of The Trinity 


by J. Narver Gortner 


(Continued from Last Issue) 


__ Before passing on to other intimations 
in the Old Testament of the doctrine of 
_the Trinity, it might be well for us to 
glance briefly at some of the passages of 
Scripture where our translators have 
recognized the plurality of the divine 
title Elohim, and have rendered it in a 
plural form in our English Version. The 
instances are numerous, for the term is 
not always rendered as it is rendered in 
Genesis 1:1, where, as we have seen, it 
is rendered “God’—“In the beginning 
God.” We can glance at only a few of 
these numerous instances. 


We are all familiar, of course, with 
the ten commandments, or, the deca- 
logue, and we know that the first of 
these ten commandments was, “Thou 
shalt have no other gods before Me,” 
_ but very few among us have known that 
the term rendered “gods” is this divine 
title Elohim, and that, if the translators 
had rendered it here as they rendered 
it in Genesis 1:1 we should read, “Thou 
shalt have no other god before Me.” In 
Exodus 20:23 we read, “Ye shall not 
make with Me gods of silver, neither 
shall ye make unto you gods of gold,” 
literally, an Elohim of silver nor an Elo- 
him of gold, for here the translators have 
_ transferred the plural form from the He- 
brew into the English. In Exodus 22:2 
we read, “Thou shalt not revile the gods 
nor curse the ruler of thy people.” Here 
the definite article has been supplied by 
the translators, and in the Revised Ver- 
sion Elohim is rendered God,—“Thou 
shalt not revile God nor curse a ruler 
_ thy people.” 
In Exodus, the 32nd Chapter, we have 
an account of the making of the golden 
calf. God had been revealed to the Is- 
 raelites as Elohim, and, under the lead- 
ership of Moses, they had been brought 
out of the land of Egypt. Moses had 
gone up into the mountain, and he had 
tarried there; the people had waited for 
him to come down, and had concluded 
he would not return. So they came to 
Aaron and said, “Up, make us Elohim 
which shall go before us; for as for this 
Moses that brought us up out of the land 
of Egypt, we wot not what. is become o: 
him.” What they wanted was a visib!- 
representation of that diety concernin? 
ee Moses had told them, and who 
had spoken to them from the summit o: 
the mountain, and had been going be- 
fore them in a pillar of cloud by day and 
a pillar of fire by night. They had no 
disposition to turn from. the worship of 
the true God to the worship of idols, but 
_ they broke. the second of the command- 
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ments of the decalogue, “Thou shalt not 
make unto thee any graven image, or 
any likeness of anything that is in heaven 
above, or that is in the earth beneath, 
or that is in the water under the earth: 
thou shalt not bow down to them, nor 
serve them: for I the Lord thy God (Elo- 
him, plural) am a jealous God (EI, sin- 
gular), visiting the iniquity of the fa- 
thers upon the children unto the third 
and fourth generation,” ete. 


That it was not a heathen deity the 
people were purposing to worship, but 
Jehovah Himself under the symbol of a 
visible Elohim is evident from what we 
read a little farther on in the narrative, 
—“And he received them at their hand,” 
the reference being to Aaron who re- 
ceived the golden earrings he had asked 
the people to bring, “and fashioned it 
with a graving tool, after he had made 
it a molten calf: and they said, These be 
thy gods,” literally, thy Elohim, “which 
brought thee up out of the land of 
Egypt’ (verse 4). And mark the fact 
that “when, Aaron saw it, he built an 
altar before it; and made proclamation 
and said, Tomorrow is a feast unto the 
Lord,” or, a festival unto Jehovah (marg. 
Newberry Bible). When the people 
“rose up early on the morrow, and of- 
fered burnt offerings, and brought peace 
offerings; and the people sat down to 
eat and to drink, and rose up to play,” it 
was not in honor of any heathen deity, 
but in honor of Jehovah, the God who 
had brought them up out of the land of 
Egypt, and their sin consisted in a vio- 
lation of the second commandment 
rather than in a violation of the first. 


Note the fact that the people said, 
when they saw the molten calf that had 
been made, “These be thy Elohim which 
brought thee up out of the land of 
Egypt,” the plural character of the term, 
Elohim, being recognized by the trans- 
iators who translated it “gods.” Is it not 
evident that these Israelites in the wil- 
derness, while it is undoubtedly true 
that they had as yet but a very vague 
conception of the nature of God, had at 
least some conception of the fact that in 
the one true God, the God of their fa- 
thers who had wrought for them so mar- 
velously, and had brought them out of 
bondage, there was some approximation 
to the idea of a plurality of persons? 
Otherwise is it likely they would have 
said, “These be thy Elohim”? That this 
cannot be regarded as a revelation of the 
triune character of God I am willing to 
concede, but that it is at least an inti- 
mation of the fact that there is a plur- 
ality of persons in the Godhead I am 
convinced is certain. 


In Judges 10:6 where there is a refer- 
ence to “the gods of Syria, and the gods 
of Zidon, and the gods of Moab, and the 
gods of the children of Ammon, and the 
gods of the Philistines,” the term Elohim 
is the divine title that is five times ren- 
dered “gods” by the translators. I call 


attention to this fact that the reader. 


may see that the translators recognize 
the plurality of this term. We get the 


idea from our translation that each of 


these nations worshiped a plurality of 


gods, but elsewhere we learn that each s 


had its own peculiar deity; so it appears 


that each of these nations regarded its | 


god as triune in nature. 


In Exodus 21:6 Elohim is rendered : 
“judges” in the Authorized Version, and 


in Exodus 22:8, 9 it is so rendered three _ 


times; but in the Revised Version in each 


of these passages it is rendered “God.” 


The judges, it will be seen, being divine- 


ly appointed, in accordance with what 


we read in Romans 18:1, were expected _ 


to act in the capacity of divine represen- 
tatives, so that it could be said that those 


who were brought to them for judgment _ 
were brought to God. Our only reason _ 
for calling attention to these passages 
here is that the plurality of the Hebrew 


noun, Elohim, may be emphasized and 
it may be seen that the translators rec- 


ognized the fact that it is plural rather 2 


than singular. Many other passages 


might be cited, but these that we have © 


called attention to will suffice. 


Let us turn now to Isaiah, the sixth 


chapter. The prophet here tells us of a 
vision he had “in the year that king Uz- 
ziah died.” He saw “Jehovah sitting 
upon a throne, high and lifted up, and 
His train filled the temple. Above it stood 
the seraphim: each one had six wings; 


with the twain he covered his. face, and — 


with twain he covered his feet, and with 


twain he did fly. And one cried unto an- ~ 


other, and said, Holy, holy, holy, is Je- 
hovah of hosts: the whole earth is filled 
with His glory.” Mark the threefold repe- 
tition, “Holy, holy, holy, is Jehovah of 
hosts.” And then note what we read in 
verse eight, “Also I heard the voice of 
Jehovah, saying, Whom shall I send, and 
who will go for Us? Then said I, Here 
am I; send me.” 

Why did Jehovah, after having in- 
quired, “Whom shall I send?” making 
use, as will be seen, of the personal pro- 
noun, singular, implying that Jehovah is 
One, immediately add, “Who will go for 
Us?” implying as it would seem, that 
there is a plurality of persons in the God- 
head? And that the “Us” has reference 
to the three Persons of the Godhead is 
evident from what we read in the New 
Testament. Turn to John 12:41 and read, 
“These things said Esaias, when he saw 
His glory,” that is, the glory of Christ, 
as the context clearly shows, “and spake 
of Him.” So the Lord Jesus, or the Son,

Robot Bookkeeper 

The latest commercial application of 
electrical brain power has been unfold- 
ed by the Bell Telephone Laboratories. 
At a telephone exchange in Media, Pa., 
a suburb of Philadelphia, an electrical 
monitor forms a judgment every time a 
receiver is lifted in anybody's home or 
office. It decides whether the call is on 
a flat-rate basis, in which case no record 


is needed, or whether it has to be billed.” 


If the latter, it punches a set of coded 
holes in a paper tape. When the sub- 
scriber hangs up, another set of holes is 
punched. At the end of each business 
day the reel of tape, perforated like a 
player-piano roll, with the records of as 
many as 25,000 calls, is taken to an elec- 
trical accounting center. There it runs 
through a reader apparatus which sorts 
out the calls from each number, adds 
them up, multiplies them by the appro- 
priate price per call, and prepares all the 
data needed for the subscriber’s monthly 
bill. The system, known as automatic 
message accounting, will soon be extend- 
ed to other cities, making the tedious 
processes of bookkeeping as mechanical 
as the dial system itself. Recognizing 
that even an up-to-date electrical brain 
can come out with a wrong number if 
not carefully watched, the Bell practice 
is to run special test tapes through the 
apparatus every so often to be sure the 
calculator is giving the right answers. 
This machine paves the way for the pub- 
lic to place their own long distance calls 
anywhere in America. 
Carries Greatest Load 

A B-36 bomber has carried 43 tons 
aloft, greatest bomb load ever lifted, and 
dropped them on a California bombing 
range. The plane took off from Carswell 
Base, Texas, flew to the California range 
at Muroc, and returned to the Texas 
field, ordinarily a round trip of 2400 
miles. With additional time over the tar- 
get and other deviations, the total dis- 
tance covered was 2900 miles. The 
weight of the two 42,000-pound bombs 
lifted by the six-engine Consolidated 
Vultee plane was equivalent to a B-17 
Flying Fortress. At time of the takeoff, 
with its fuel load, the plane lifted a total 
of 300,000 pounds. 
Destructive Potential of A Bomb 

“If an entire atom bomb were to go 
off one mile over the Golden Gate, it 
would destroy everything from San 
Diego to Seattle and in the area as far 
- east as Salt Lake City. There would be 
such tremendous blazes in Sacramento 
that all New York City’s fire fighting 
equipment would be useless against 
them.” So Bruce Thomas, lecturer and 
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former war correspondent, has been 
quoted as saying before an audience at 
the Sacramento Town Hall. It is reported 
that only one ten-thousandth of the 
bombs which were set off at Bikini, 
Hiroshima, and Nagasaki actually ex- 
ploded—the remainder being blown 
away before the chain reaction could 
take place. Quoting Mr. Thomas further: 
“Now they have found ways to explode 
ten-thousandths of the bomb, and hope 
to find the means to get the entire thing 
to go off. When they do, it will be the 
equivalent of 4,000,000 B-29’s dropping 
their loads simultaneously.” 


To Trace Rockets 

Development of an automatic “eye” 
which observes and records the flight 
movements of experimental rockets 
soaring “something like 100 miles”. into 
the sky has been disclosed. Dr. W. B. 
Klemperer, missiles research for Doug- 
las Aircraft, has described the heliogra- 
phic altitude recorder, an optical and 
photographic device, in a talk to the In- 
stitute of Navigation meeting at San 
Pedro. The instrument charts the be- 
havior of rockets, which sometimes spin, 
tumble, or turn in flight, for researchers 
desiring an accurate record of the 
changes of altitude and course. 


Food Waste 

The beer, wine, and liquor industries 
consume important foodstuffs. They are 
supposed to use only grains and other 
materials that are not needed to satisfy 
the hunger of the world. For the year 
ending June 30, 1948, the makers of al- 
coholic beverages in this country con- 
sumed 4,344,646 tons of grains and 
fruit and 199,814,590 gallons of fruit 
juices and extracts in the making of their 
products—and in satisfying their appe- 
tite for profits. They used 70,942,756 
pounds (or 1,182,379 bushels) of wheat 
in making whiskey and beer. That is 
enough to provide 1,000,000 starving 
people with a loaf of bread a day for 38 
days. The whiskey and beer makers also 
consumed 2,200,573,119 pounds (or 39,- 
295,948 bushels) of corn. One would 
think that wheat and corn are of no 
value to the world’s hungry.

rooms into which we had hurriedly push- 


ed some trunks when we moved into the 
new bungalow. The plane had arrived 
the night before and then had proceeded 
to Ougadougou! It did take the wind out 


of our sails, as we had planned to wel- 
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come them, but here they were welcom- 
ing us. As Miss Johnson says, “Every- 
thing in Africa is backwwards,” so per- 
haps this is the way we should have ex- 
pected it. 


We celebrated our fifth Christmas in 
Africa. The Andersons and Miss John- 
son and Miss Reid, two nurses who came 
for service at Sobobo among the Kon- 
komba people, were here. It was an oc- 
casion! We had to improvise again this 
year, as no packages had reached us 
from America, and of course the new mis- 
sionaries baggage had not arrived. The 
children had plenty to hold their at- 
tention, and the rest of us had more than 
“play pretties.” The Andersons were our 
special present and were received as 
though they had been wrapped in cel- 
lophane and addressed to us personally. 


We expect to be back in the States 
some time in April. When we consider 
the tremendous change and the work 
which we shall be expected to do, our 
hearts are a bit fearful. Perhaps the 
change will be invigorating and we will 


not feel the weariness that raises ques- 


tions in our hearts now. We are anxious 
to take the linguistic training at Camp 
Wycliffe, a summer session at the Univer- 
sity of Oklahoma. Then will follow our 
visits and itinerary work in preparation 
to return to Africa. 

You can see that even before we leave 
we are planning on returning. We are not 
selling anything which will of service to 
us when we return to Africa. We fear 
that we are spoiled for service except in 
this land where we have found it to be 
His will for these last years of our min- 
istry.

The sun comes up red and hot out of 
the sea as the passengers scrambled on 
board. The sign read “21 passengers” 
and we wonder what will happen as 
the number reaches 40. But the launch 
owner started off without counting, Per- 
chance he couldn’t count over 20 or per- 
haps there was a bit of fatalistic philoso- 
phy in the belief that as long as there 
was a missionary on board the boat will 
arrive safe no matter how big the load. 
The Lord did give a safe journey, but 
there was the hope that on the next trip 
there will be a larger boat. 


How we praise God for the Sunday 
school papers, books, and literature sent 
by faithful friends in the States. A few of 
these are distributed in each village. It 
is touching to see how carefully they 
treasure the papers. After carrying them 
around for a number of days, the picture 
papers are hung up in their thatched 
houses. It is pathetic to realize that these 
are the first truly gospel papers they 
have ever received. There is only one to 
a family and these will be the last until 
the next visit, maybe a year from now. 
Young Samoans are acquiring a good 
knowledge of the English language 
through the American government in 
Tutuila and the New Zealand Depart- 
ment of Education in Western Samoa. 
Consequently young Samoans are eager 
to get all kinds of English-language ~ 
reading matter. The youngsters in turn 
give the essence of their reading to their 
elders. On this trip, however, it was a 
genuine blessing to the oldsters to dis- 
tribute to them several thousand copies 
of Samoan-language gospel tracts, which 
were supplied by friends of the Moody 
Bible Institute and Homeward Bound 
Missionary Enterprizes. 

You will be interested to know that 
we purchased a reconditioned Jeep here 
with funds made available from the 
Speed-the-Light funds. Praise the Lord 
for this! Now we are able to visit most 
of the villages on this island. Please 
remember to pray that books will be 
provided for the Bible school and for a 
printing press.

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Caution Shipmates 


by The Superintendent 


We may be sailing right into the teeth 
of a great storm; so we should run up the 
warning signal, close tight the hatches, 
and look well to our anchors. Before 
coming to the real burden of this warn- 
ing message, I pause for a brief lesson 
from the threatening world situation. 


Our forefathers through peril and sac- 
rifice hewed out for themselves on this 
continent a way of life that has been and 
still is without parallel anywhere in the 
world. A government of and by and for 
the people. Freedom to live our own 
lives, express our own thoughts, and pur- 
sue our own ends. 

It is unthinkable to most of us that any 
sane American would barter his free- 
dom, his stability and prosperity for ex- 
travagant ideas that have never been 
hammered out on the anvil of experi- 
ence. Yet we are discovering that untold 
thousands are not only committed to the 
overthrow of our way of life but working 
overtime in planting seeds of dissatis- 
faction, disloyalty, and rebellion, men 
whose forebears suffered in the snows 
of Valley Forge and whose grandfathers 
fell in the struggle to keep this nation 
united and strong now clamor to destroy 
that for which so great a price has been 
paid. Strong nations have crumbled and 
others are shaking under the subtle im- 
pact of ideas that confuse, bewilder, and 
divide the people. 

Citizens of the heavenly kingdom 
whose present and eternal interest cen- 
ter in the church of Christ, which He 
purchased with His own blood, should 
beware of extravagant ideas that tend to 
confuse and divide the saints. Some of 
us can remember when the Pentecostal 
work in this country was in a confused 
and divided state. Every preacher was a 
law unto himself, and there was little 
attempt to co-ordinate their efforts. 
Even the missionary endeavors were too 
disjointed and sporadic to win the con- 
fidence of foreign governments or the 
systematic support of churches which 
had never been trained to work together. 

Far be it from me to look with any 
semblance of disdain upon the work of 
the pioneers. Those were great days. And 
because of the great impact of the Spirit, 
the fulness and the freshness of their 
gospel, and the self-denying, self-effac- 
ing efforts of those men of piety and 
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concentration, the work grew in spite of 
obvious limitations and not a few in- 
consistencies. 


In the year 1914 the first great effort 
was launched to bring about closer asso- 
ciation and better understanding be- 
tween the widely separated Pentecostal 
groups in America. This resulted in what 
the brethren were pleased to call “a 
voluntary co-operative fellowship,” 
known now around the world as the 
Assemblies of God. The leadership in this 
movement has never been inclined to 
encourage great dependence upon 
church machinery. However, this effort 
on the part of spiritual men to build 
unity and solidarity through an agreed- 
upon system of co-operation has borne 
much fruit. 

After 35 years, we can view with satis- 
faction a stable association of co-opera- 
tive independent churches without ec- 
clesiastical overlordship, a missionary 
movement that is making a great contri- 
bution toward getting the gospel to the 
world. A great youth movement and 
Sunday school program that is known 
and respected in all Christian circles in 
America. All this and much more is proof 
positive to me that the blessed Holy 
Spirit, Who inspired us to give our testi- 
mony to the world, has also led us to 
work together, endeavoring to keep the 
unity of the Spirit in the bonds of peace. 

The sacredness of our spiritual rela- 
tionship, the strength of our united front, 
the ability of each of us to build faster 
and better because of the purposeful co- 
operative design that we have fostered 
through the years shall, I trust, continue 
to influence our thinking in the future. 

Just now a new and sensational move- 
ment is shaping up. Antagonistic and 
disruptive elements are so much in evi- 
dence that the unity and peace of our 
fellowship is in jeopardy, along with that 
of other full gospel groups of like pre- 
cious faith. I think our District fellow- 
ship has a right to expect me to provide 
leadership at this crisis. As an older min- 
ister, I feel keenly my responsibility to 
warn the flock of God. If I use great 
plainness of speech, it is because I don’t 
want to give the trumpet an uncertain 
sound. 

I shall not deal with personalities in- 
volved. However warm these issues may 
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become in the future, it shall be my fixed | 
purpose that not one word shall escape | 
my lips that is aimed at hurting any in- 


dividual. I shall discuss the merits or de- 
merits of the issues which are being 


thrust upon us. We must agree or give | 


the people the reason why we disagree. 
I shall not speak of the motives of these 
earnest folk. There is too much danger 
of misjudgment. But consider this, no 
man can be a successful deceiver unless 
he himself is deceived. Lenin, Trotsky, 
Stalin, Hitler and company, arch deceiv- 


ers in their realm, were deceived them- - 


selves. Myriads of present-day Commu- 
nists, in their mistaken zeal, would die 
for ideals of life and government which 
if universally accepted would sink the 


world to the deepest hell. Again we 


should not mistake earnestness for deep 
spirituality. Saul was dead in earnest 
when he was making havoc of the 
church. The priests of Baal provide an- 
other example. 

This new movement, according to re- 
ports of competent eye-witnesses, could 
be described in one word—the word is 
EXTREME. Prominent among these ex- 
tremes is the emphasis placed upon “the 
doctrine” of laying on of hands. That the 


apostles had such a doctrine and prac: ° 


tice is agreed by all, but that the few ref- 
erences to this matter could be construed 
as authority for the extravagant claims 
of extraordinary powers in their hands to 
impart gifts in prodigal fashion is un- 
thinkable to those who have been taught 
to rightly divide the Word of Truth. 
The position is extreme. For instance, the 
Bible certainly teaches eternal security 
in Christ, but the comforting doctrine 
has been so strained and abused that our 
Council brethren have seen fit to place 
a warning in our Minutes against the 
“extreme teaching of eternal security.” 
Here is just another instance where a 


rather obscure doctrine is being strained | 


beyond reason and safety. Holy men 
through the ages have laid their hands 
on others in benediction and blessing. 
Where there are no frenzied attempts to 
impress an audience and no selfish de- 
sign to win a following for a particular 
type of ministry, and where the hands 
and the personality bear definite marks 
of crucifixion with Christ, no valid ob- 
jection could be raised. But when the 
teaching is accompanied with claims 
that savor of the flesh and used as a 
cleaver to split the church, I solemnly 
aver that such teaching and practices 
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are extreme and are extremely danger- 
ous. 

Apostles are to be with us again, they 
tell us, along with prophets. It would 
seem, morever, that these designated 
elevated ones are to wear the badge and 
be boldly announced. Are we in. this 
democratic age, used to rather free and 
easy church polity, ready for someone to 
set over us apostolic authority? Are we 
ready to substitute prophets to give that 
guidance and direction that we have al- 
ways considered the special prerogative 
of the ever-blessed Spirit? 

It is my considered opinion that any 
church group at this late hour that will 
set about to confer flattering titles and 
degrees of excellence will discover per- 
haps too late that they are skating on 
thin ice. Just what measure of authority 
and inspiration shall be conceded to these 
apostles and prophets? Other groups of 
other days have attempted to make them 
equal with the apostles and prophets of 
old, only to see their whole visionary and 
highly inflated system blow up in their 
faces. Extremes are dangerous. 

Another thing that is being over- 
worked is the teaching of long fasts. 
Certainly there is Scriptural authority 
for fasting. A normal fast, according to 
Jesus, is a secret matter not to be herald- 
ed from the housetops. But now this 
fasting idea seems all out of balance. 
They fast for health, and fast for atomic 
power; the longer the fast the more 
health and power. Should ministers un- 
trained in diagnosis or even in dietetics 
go blandly about assuming responsibil- 
itv for starting people on long fasts that 
could easily mean physical and mental 
collapse? To ask the question is to answer 
it. This is just another unreasonable and 
unscriptural extreme. 

Many other things deserve special 
mention and clamor for expression, but I 
must of necessity confine my remarks 
now to a few scattered thoughts that fit 
naturally into the general theme under 
consideration in this paper. I consider 
that it is the special prerogative and re- 
sponsibility of all ministers to watch over 
their people and to warn of dangers that 
are apparent only to anointed shepherds 
of the flock. I would especially commend 
to all leaders of Christian men the 
prayerful reading of Acts 20:29-31. 
Someone has wisely said, “He is most 
free from danger who even when safe 


‘is on his guard.” 
While my remarks are beamed espe-

cially to our own organized brotherhood, 
they are not intended for denominational 
consumption only. Christian fellowship 
is in the Spirit; it transcends geographi- 
cal and organizational lines, racial and 
cultural barriers, and brings the sense of 
kinship and good will throughout the 
kingdom sphere. Denominational loyalty 
is good, but it may and often does come 
short of the Scriptural ideal. May it ever 
be a very real part of our faith and 
practice to exercise brotherly kindness 
and fair play toward the entire house- 
hold of faith. This will require true spir- 
itual vision and rigid self-discipline, but

How To Testify in Public 


Have you ever stood 
up in church to give a 
testimony and wonder- 
ed later why it had fall- 
en so flat, had sounded 
so colorless and stereo- 
typed?’ Here are a few 
suggestions that will not 
only help you but make 
your testimony also an 
: - inspiration to others. 

1. Be original. Avoid the hackneyed, 
“I want to tell you what the Lord means 
to me’ or, “He saves; He keeps; He satis- 
fies.” Why not begin with a true experi- 
ence out of your own life, a story, or a 
Bible verse? But by all means quote it 
correctly and don't precede it with, “I 
think it is found in the Gospel of John.” 

2. Begin boldly and persuasively. Don’t 
waste your time or others’ time with an 
apology. As Oliver Wendell Holmes 
said, “It is mighty presumptuous on your 
part to suppose your small failures are 
of so much consequence that you must 
talk about them.” Your knees may ap- 
plaud you before you begin to speak, 
but, nevertheless, speak up energetically. 
Remember you are attempting to sell 
others on the best thing in the world. 
The more forcefully you speak the more 
energy will be needed to think what you 
are saying; there will be little energy 
left for doubts and worries. Study Paul’s 
speech to the Greeks at Mars Hill for a 
fine example of a persuasive speech. 

3. Be brief. You weren't asked to give 
a life story. Note radio testimonies and 
you will see they are limited to a very 
short time, very often a minute. 

4. Watch your voice. This calls for 
practice in advance. Try to read aloud 
beautiful literature at least 15 minutes 
a day. The Bible is an excellent book 
with which to begin. It is said that the 
reason the poorly educated of a few cen- 
turies back talked with such noble dig- 
nity was because they had been brought 
up on the Bible and its fine phraseology. 

5. Make sure it is a testimony to God 
and not a tribute to self. How often a 
Christian worker, when giving a testi- 
monv, reminds his audience how success- 
ful he was in his endeavors. Above all, 
remember your words must be backed 
by a life testimony. If your testimony has 
a point, say it pointedly and it will drive 
home.

Give Us 
Christian Teachers 
by W. C. Peirce 


Increasing secularization of the public 
school system in America is demanding 
that we do something to provide ade- 
quate spiritual training for our children 
to stem the tide of paganism that threat- 
ens our American way of life. The trend 
toward “progressive education” as it is 
called by the modern philosophy of edu- 
cation, is based on the assumption that 
the nature of man is good, and that all 
one needs to do is let it develop from 
within, and the result will be good. From 
God’s Word we know that man is a fall- 
en creature, since Adam’s day, and that 
children must be taught to know true 
standards of righteousness. 


As thousands gathered at the National 
Sunday School Convention in Spring- 
field a few weeks ago, one of the discus- 
sion groups gave consideration to Week 
Day Church School activities, such as 
Released Time Christian classes, Home 
Bible Clubs, and the Christian Day 
School. From many of those now en- 
gaged in one or more of these fields came 
the cry, “Give us Christian teachers!” 
Those already doing splendid work as 
teachers are overworked because their 
schools are understaffed. One leader of 
a Christian day school in Southern Cali- 
fornia said they had scoured the United 
States and had brought teachers from as 
far as Florida, and the effective work of 
the school could be doubled and trebled 
if they could only get adequately trained 
teachers with the proper spiritual power. 

From more than one angle came a sitn- 
ilar cry—and put into this form—“Why 
don’t the Bible Institutesand Colleges of 
our Assembly of God movement train 
our young people for every phase of the 
teaching ministry? Preachers? Yes, we 
need them; but a still greater need is for 
Christian day school teachers, those 
qualified to get a state teacher's certifi- 
cate, also teachers for our released time 
classes and to act as directors of Chris- 
tian education in our churches. 

The appeal was taken under serious 
consideration by a group of representa- 
tives of the Christian Education depart- 
ments of our eleven recognized Bible In- 
stitutes and Colleges who met under the 
direction of Rev. Ralph Riggs and_the 
Sunday School Dept. of the Gospel Pub- 
lishing House. A greatly widened objec- 
tive for the proper training of the youth 
of our movement is under consideration 
in order to answer this challenge of the 
need of our children of not only America, 
but also the mission fields of all the 
world. Jesus said, “Go ye therefore and 
TEACH all nations . . . teaching them 
to observe all things, whatsoever I have 
commanded you” { Matt. 28:19). 
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Ray Soper, class ’30, now pastor of the 
Maplewood Assembly in Dallas, Texas, 
served as steward aboard the Missions 
plane, Ambassador, on its trip to India 
by way of South America and North Af- 
rica in February.

no other attitude is consistent with our 
profession. 


We should watch against the grave 
danger of extreme leftists or rightists in 
a movement that should neither be radi- 
cal or reactionary. Either fanaticism or 
formalism would grieve away the Spirit 
of love, and the work would fall into de- 
cay. My plea is for Scriptural consistency 
in all things. The Holy Spirit administers 
extraordinary powers for ministry. He 
also inspires balance and self-control in 


ministers. May we have both the one and 
the other. 


Following up the main thought of the 
paragraph above, I wish further to em- 
phasize the truth expressed therein. A 
tendency to stereotyped, formal ritualism 
on the part of some who may style them- 
selves conservative could excite and 
drive elements inclined to be radical to 
further excesses and extremes, and 
should these two extremes grow more 
pronounced, this, of course, could spell 
definite cleavage, which would result 
in two undesirable ends. The conserva- 
tive element that has provided ballast to 
keep the ship on an even keel, in a 
camp by themselves and with no occa- 
sion to apply the brakes, might soon find 
themselves so reserved and proper that 
they would merit a seat in elite semi- 
religious circles. Most certainly they 
would do no harm and very probably 
they would do little good. On the other 
hand, the more radical element, grown 
ultraradical without the steadying influ- 
ence of the more careful who always in- 
sist on proving all things, would prob- 
ably wreck their end of the work under 
the sheer weight of untempered folly. 
Verily our responsibility is great in this 
hour and should keep us searching our 

hearts and our Bibles. 

Just now in some places, the pendu- 
lum is swinging far to the left. This is 
the reason for this poor attempt to call 
the saints to watchful attention. No great 
work has ever been built upon a founda- 
tion of excesses. They dazzle and excite 
for a moment, but like the flaming meteor 
_that flashes across the sky, they pass out 
with the same suddenness with which 
they start their unbridled course. 

May I conclude by requesting my 
readers to approach these matters in 
the same honest and fair manner that 
the writer has endeavored to exercise. 
Nothing in this article is to be construed 
in a manner that would place the writer 
in opposition to great men who achieve 
great things. Let us keep the door wide 
open to great leaders and enthusiastic 
campaigns where the fulness of the bless- 
ing of the gospel of Christ is mightily in 
evidence. But safety demands that we 
insist on this, that the leadership keep
